party, 
has 
the 
podium 
ringed w’ith 
the 
National Guard so no one 
can grab the microphone. 
The nomination spee­ 
ches have not been heard, 
but the candidates have 


been 
nom ina ted—M c- 
Govern, Humphrey. W al­ 
lace, 
Chisholm, 
Jackson 
and Muskie. 
There have been no dem­ 
onstrations for the candi­ 
dates in the hall because 
everyone is afraid if he 
gets up and marches they 
won’t let him back in his 
section again. 


O N T H E 
F I R S T 
ballot 
McGovern picked up 1,284 
votes, well shy of the 1,509 
he needed. The rest were 
split between 
the 
other 
candidates with 
the un­ 
committed refusing to vote 
for anyone.

budging. By the tenth bal­ 
lot of Wednesday’s 
all- 
night session, the conven­ 
tion was hopelessly dead­ 
locked.

ON N B C , John Chancel­ 
lor and

rhe middle-class, which gam­ 
bles far less, sort of straddles 
the reasons. 
“ Middle class people tend to 
stick to social norms,” said Dr. 
Li, while lower class people are 
willing to put forth a minimum 
of effort for the possibility of 
‘getting 
something

ing.’” 
But, Dr. Li emphasized that 
the survey showed, too, that the 
notion that most people gamble 
to win money is wrong. 
Most gamblers, he said, were 
attracted by what he called 
‘the 
underlying 
challenge’* 
This is particularly true of the 
lower class 
This is the reason, too, why 
the prospensity to gamble de­ 
creases with age. Biggest gam­ 
bling years are between 15 and 
25, Dr. Li said. 
Dr. Li said only 30 per cent, 
of gambling money is spent in 
licensed or charitable gambling 
occasions. “ It is not true that
